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Abstract 

Method for determining a network access address 

A terminal address (EA-A, EA-B) and a system 
address (AA1, AA2) designating the switching system 
(PBX1, PBX2) associated with the communication terminal 
(KE-A, KE-B) are stored in the communication terminal 
(KE-A, KE-B) . When the communication terminal (KE-A, 
KE-B) is connected to the communication network (ATM- 
KN) , a configuration message containing the terminal 
address (EA-A, EA-B) is transmitted to the switching 
system (PBX1, PBX2) determined by reference to the 
system address (AA1, AA2), which switching system 
determines the network access address by means of the 
configuration message. 
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
